The first week of the legislature 
has heard the booming of the big 
guns of the opposition. Liberal, Con- 
fervative and Labor have’ spoken. 
But so far the casualties have been 
nil. The much talked of dissension 
in the government ranks has failed 
to make itself evident. 

The U.F.A. members might very 
well term it “Invitation Week.” First 
W. R. Howson, leader of the Liberal 
party, orf as Hon. Perren Baker, 
Minister of Education, termed it, the 
“helping hand” party, to say nothing 
of the “itching palm,” issued a 
cordial invitation to all back bench- 
ers to come across the floor. Sec- 
ondly D. M. Duggan leader of the 
Conservative party, invited the whole 
assembly to throw off the shackles 
of partizanship and form a coalition 
government for the solving of pre- 
sent difficulties and preparing the | 
way for the future. 

Both the Liberal and the Conserva- | 
tive leader covered a lot of ground ! 
and it was left to Fred J. White, la- 
bor leader, to bring the house back 
to the vital question of Unemploy- 
ment. 

A. M. Matheson, U.F.A. Vegre- 
ville, who moved the adoption of the 
speech from the throne and R. M. 
McCool, U.F.A., Cochrane, who sec- 
onded the motion, left little or no 
ground for the opposition to seize on. 
Both of them defended the record ell 
the government and reviewed its ac- | 
complishments during the past 12 
years. 

Mr. Howson led the way. He spoke 
for an hour and a half and for the | 
most part he attacked the govern- 
ment for what he said it had not 
done. It was sometimes hard to | 
follow his reasoning. 

Mr. Howson moved an amendment 
to the speech from the throne which 
was in effect a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the government. He

FLEXIBILITY 
OF EASTER 

Lent started last Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 14th, and last year Good Fri- 
day fell on April 14th. This year 
it will fall on March 30. 

According to Christian belief Good 
Friday is observed as the anniversary 
of the Crucifixion of Jesus Christ. 
By the same token, Christmas Day 
igs observed in celebration of His 
birth. Nobody can be quite certain 
as to either date, but if December 25 
is recognized by Christians the world 
over as Christmas Day, why should 
not Good Friday also be observed on 
a fixed date? If Christ’s birth is 
permanently fixed for December 25, 
it would be logical to celebrate His 
death on equi-distant days every 
year. Yet, according to the calendar 
we will observe the death this year 
fifteen days earlier than last year. 
Thus, if the death is observed 15 days 
earlier, it would be logical to cele- 
brate next Christmas on December 
10. 

For some obscure reason those who 
had the compilation of the Christian 
calendar fixed Easter Day — the 
Resurrection—for the first Sunday 
after the first full moon on the four- 
teenth day of the moon, following 
March 21. Thus it may fall as early 
as March 22, or as late as April 25. 
That has. been the practice for 
twelve hundred years. If such im- 
portant date in Christian history are 
subject to the journeys of the moon, 
why not also, to be consistent, or in- 
consistent, fix Christmas Day the 
same way? 

From time to time efforts have 
been made to have a fixed Easter as 
well as a fixed Christmas. The last 
time a serious effort was made was 
in May, 1914, when an international 
conference at Liege in Belgium, a- 
dopted a resolution for a fixed Eas- 
ter. But three months later Liege 
was shattered under German artillery 
and the World War shelved the pro- 
position. 

But common sense demands that 
Easter and Christmas Day _ should 
be observed on two fixed days, even 
if nobody can tell which are the ex- 
act days.

Origin of Words and Phrases 


CALLING HIM A “BENEDICT” 


We are familiar with the use of 
this term particularly for a newly 
married man, somewhat as we use 
the word “bride” for some time after 
the wedding day to describe a woman 
married a short time. “Bridegroom” 
we do not usually use in this way, 
but “benedict” serves that purpose. 


We have this word from ‘Bene- 
dick,” one of the charatters in 
Shakespeare’s ‘Much Ado About 


Nothing.’’Benedick is a bachelor of 
long standing who falls in love with 
Beatrice and marries her after a 
courship marked with many amusing 
situations.

you read in your newspaper 
editorial, ‘‘is not to be placed in the 
same category with so and so,” 
meaning simply ‘in the same class.’ 

In the history of this word ‘we have 
a shining example of the romance of 
languagé.- It*opens for us a pagé’ of 
ancient Greek philosophy! 

The Latin “categoria” came from 
the Greek ‘‘down”’ plus “to assert, to 
harangue.” The original “categories” 
named certain classes of ancient 
philosophical conceptions. That sense 
of ‘classes’ it is which remains in 
the modern use of the word. But 
entirely concealed is the place of the 
“category” in ancient philosophy and 
its significance in the parlance of the 
study of logic as ‘‘one of the highest 


classes to which the objects. of 
thought or knowledge can be re- 
duced!” :

I am wondering about the origin 
of the frequent use in modern speech 
of the words “if the sky falls.” Do 
we have this from some former Taye 
tic beliefs or hocus pocus? 

References to the sky falling are 


found fairly regularly throughout lit- 
erature. Taking a big jump back, the 
old English author, John Heywood, in 
his famous ‘‘Proverbs” first published 
in 1500, said optimistically: 

“When the skie falth we shall have 
larkes.”’ 
and Rabelais said 
“If the skies fall, 
catch larks.” 

We have traced the expression 
however, back to classical antiquity 
where in the important sounding 
“Heautontimoroumenos” of the Ro- 
man writer of comedies, Terence, -we 
find: ;

TIME TO CASTRATE PIGS 

The early castration of market 
pigs has many advantages which 
should not be overlooked by breed- 
ers. 

Young pigs are easily handled, 
suffer very little and heal quickly, 
with a small percentage of losses, if 
the operation is properly performed 
and necessary precautions are taken 
to prevent infectioy}. 

At the Dominigén Experimental 
Farm, Indian a, pigs for market 
purposes are castrated previous to 
weaning time. Pigs to be weaned 
at six weeks are castrated at one 
month of age or if weaning is done 
at eight weeks they are castrated 
when about six weeks old. Experi- 
ence at this Farm has shown that 
nursing pigs suffer less set-back and 
heal more rapidly, with a smaller 
i percentage of losses, than older pigs.

EVOLUTION OF TRACTOR 
HITCHES 


The success of big-scale farming 
depends largely upon the amount of 
work one man accomplishes. By the 
use of large power units his ability 
is increased in proportion to the in- 
crease in the power he directs. A 
tractor used under too light a load 
is not only working inefficiently but 
the amount of work accomplished by 
the operator is less than he is able 
to do. The purpose of the tractor 
hitch is to permit building up an 
economical load for the tractor and 
driver. Forced by the necessity of 
devising means of pulling more than 
one implement by tractor, many 
farmers in Western Canada develop- 
ed many types of successful hitches 
which were studied by engineers to- 
wards the designing of the standard 
hitches now in vogue.

TENT CATERPILLAR CONTROL 


Winter is the time to strike the 
first blow in the control of forest 
tent caterpillars in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces, for it is during that time that 
the egg masses of the caterpillars, 
often deposited on tree tops, can best 
be cut out and burned. The most 
handy implement is a long handled 
pruning scissors, and towards the 
end of winter, while the trees are 
still dormant, any inaccessible masses 
should be sprayed with a mixture 
of one part of miscible oil to fifteen 
parts water, with one ounce of so- 
dium arsenite added to each gallon 
of spray. The outbreaks of this 
caterpillar occur periodically when 
large areas of woodland and planta- 
tions are completely stripped of 
their foliage. With regard to control 
measures, the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture issues a bulletin deal- 
ing with the subject.
